Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  year  1959. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  has  been  good. 

The  live-birth  rate  of  20.1  per  thousand  is  above  the  national 
average  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  there  have  been  no  infant  deaths 
or  maternal  deaths  in  the  year. 

The  death  rate  of  8.6  per  thousand  is  below  the  national  average. 

With  regard  to  infectious  diseases;  U7  cases  of  measles  were 
reported  during  the  year  with  no  consequent  deaths . There  were  10 
cases  of  Whooping  Cough  and  only  two  new  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were 
notified  during  the  year.

MEAT  AND  FOODS 


One  slaughter-house  only  in  the  Parish  of  Ketton  has  continued  to 
be  in  regular  use  for  the  slaughter  of  sheep  and  pigs,  beef  requirements 
for  the  District  being  slaughtered  at  Stamford. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  was  419  - 
once  again  hundred  per  cent  inspection  was  maintained. 

The  condemned  meat  comprised  3 Pigs ' Heads  and  Tongues  and  1 
Mesentery  affected  with  Tuberculosis  and  6 pairs  of  Pigs'  Lungs,  1 heart 
and  1 liver  and  3 pairs  of  Sheep's  Lungs  and  4 livers  together  with  part 
of  2 forequarters  of  Mutton  affected  with  other  conditions. 

The  only  other  food  condemned  consisted  of  four  6lb.  tins  of  Corned 

Beef.

Milk  and  Dairies 


As  the  District  is  a Specified  Area  under  the  Milk  (°pecial 
Designation)  Regulations,  1954,  enforcement  of  this  Order  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority. 

There  -was  one  additional  Dealer's  Licence  to  sell  Pasteurised 
and  Tuberculin  Tested  milk  issued  during  the  year,  the  other  Dealers' 
and  Supplementary  Licences  remaining  unchanged. 

FACTORIES 


During  the  year  a small  Blacksmith's  shop  was  erected  at  Tinwell 
and  this  constituted  the  only  addition  to  the  Register.  It  has  not  been 
necessary  to  issue  any  Notice  for  infringement  of  the  Factory  Act  during 
the  year. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.  DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION 

Investigation  and  measures  of  disinfection  as  appropriate  were  carried 
out  respecting  8 cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  of  which  3 were  at  Ketton,  2 at  Ryhall, 
2 at  Tinwell  and  1 at  Great  Casterton,  1 case  of  Erysipelas  at  Ketton  and 
following  the  removal  to  hospital  of  a case  of  Tuberculosis  from  Ketton. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  any 
action  in  respect  of  verminous  premises  or  persons  during  the  year. 
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NEW  BUILDINGS 


90  Plans  were  deposited  during  the  year  and  of  these  86  were 
approved  and  2 disapproved  under  the  Building  Byelaws.  The  approved 
Plans  included  those  for  35  new  private  dwellings  - 28  at  Ryhall, 

6 at  Great  Casterton  and  1 at  Ketton.  15  private  houses  were  completed 
during  the  year,  of  which  13  were  at  Ryhall  and  2 at  Great  Casterton. 

The  attraction  of  building  to  localities  where  main  services  are 
already  available,  is  clearly  demonstrated  by  the  popularity  of  the  Parish 
of  Ryhall  as  a choice  for  private  building. 

The  erection  of  10  Council  bungalows  for  old  people  was  approved 
but  building  had  not  commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  scheme 
comprises  4 bungalows  at  Ketton,  4 at  Ryhall  and  2 at  Great  Casterton. 

One  Notice  to  demolish  work  carried  out  contrary  to  the 
building  byelaws  ms  complied  with. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

An  application  for  Licence  for  a site  for  the  erection  of  temporary 
chalets  at  Little  Casterton  was  approved.  The  intention  is  that  these 
buildings  will  provide  for  the  needs  of  long-distance  motorists  wishing 
to  stay  over-night  at  the  adjoining  roadhouse. 

Licences  for  2 individual  vans  at  Little  Casterton,  1 at  Tinwell, 

1 at  Ryhall  and  1 at  Essendine  were  issued  during  the  year  and  steps  were 
taken  to  secure  the  removal  of  2 unauthorised  caravans  in  the  Parish  of 
Clipsham  and  1 in  the  Parish  of  Ryhall. 

The  parking  of  isolated  vans  on  sites  where  reasonable  facilities 
are  not  available  still  presents  a problem  and  the  sooner  the  existing 
legislation  is  tightened  up  the  better. 

SCAVENGING 


This  service  has  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily  during  the 
year  with  very  few  complaints  and  the  hiring  of  standard  dustbins 
continues  to  be  a popular  service. 

SEWERAGE 


The  Ryhall  scheme  has  operated  satisfactorily.  With  the  dry 
summer  the  sludge  problem  was  less  pressing  this  year  and  the  result  was 
that  the  accumulation  was  cleared. 

A private  sewer  connected  to  the  main  scheme  to  serve  23  houses 
off  New  Road,  Ryhall,  was  completed  during  the  year.  The  Little 
Casterton  scheme  was  put  in  hand  and  the  main  sewer  was  substantially 
completed  by  the  end  of  the  year  but  no  connections  had  been  made. 
Sanction  was  at  last  received  for  the  Ketton  scheme  and  this  was  due  to 
start  early  in  I960.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


The  reorganisation  of  the  Ketton  scheme  was  carried  out 
satisfactorily  during  the  year  and  the  change-over  to  the  Oundle  and 
Thrapston  supply  from  Collyweston,  took  place  on  the  4th  December,  The 
change-over  was  accompanied  by  two  bursts  on  the  old  main  from  Collyweston 
but  in  general  less  trouble  was  experienced  in  the  change-over  than  had  been 
feared. 


Small  extensions  of  mains  at  Ketton  and  Ryhall  to  provide  for 
the  new  bungalows  for  old  people  on  the  Council  Estates  were  carried  out 
together  with  an  extension  to  serve  a private  building  estate  off 
New  Road,  Ryhall.  An  application  for  the  extension  of  supply  to 
the  Clipsham  Holywell  boundary  was  received  and  the  question  of  applying 
for  a Fringe  Order  was  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  abnormally  dry  summer  caused  some  anxiety  as  to  the  supoly 
position  both  at  Ryhall  and  Clipsham,  A considerable  fall  in  level 
occurred  at  the  latter  and  it  is  not  yet  clear  to  what  extent  this  was  due 
to  weather  conditions  or  to  pumping  operations  in  connection  with  ironstone 
workings  to  the  west  of  the  District.  At  Ryhall  it  was  not  necessary  to 
restrict  supplies  but  warnings  were  issued  regarding  use  for  gardens  and  car 
washing. 

HOUSING  INSPECTION 


No  building  of  Council  houses  took  place  during  the  year  but  schemes 
for  the  erection  of  10  old  people’s  bungalows  previously  referred  to  were 
agreed.  This  will  make  possible  a resumption  of  the  alum  Clearance  work. 

The  Rent  Act  has  had  little  impact  on  the  population  and  no 
Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  issued  during  the  year. 

The  Improvement  Grant  schemes  aroused  more  interest  and  applications 
for  Discretionary  Grants  for  7 houses  and  for  Standard  Grants  for  3 houses 
were  received  and  approved  in  all  cases.  6 schemes  embracing  8 houses  were 
completed  under  the  Discretionary  Grant  Scheme  and  work  ranking  for  Standard 
Grant  was  also  completed  at  1 additional  house.
